as -yet, but various American 
newspapers and news agencies—, 
whose reports bear a curious 
appearance .of “inspiration ”"— 

indicate that the delegates have 
reached the stage of hard 
bargaining, and that the fore- 
cast which was issued some 
weeks ago concerning the 
bargaining terms was correct. 
The United . States Government, 
as it appears, is genuinely anxious 
to help Great Britain to tide over 
the difficulties and anxieties of 


| the coming winter, but, in return, 


it demands substantial conces- 
sions. What it asks is, in the first 
place, that Britain shall “scale 
down” her debts—if the. term isa 
fair one—to the sterling bloc of 
nations, and, in the second place, 
that she shall abolish, or alter 
drastically, the existing system 
of Imperial preference. From the 
American point of view, both 
demands are intelligént enough. 
The prosperity of the United 
States depends very largely upon 
her export trade, and she is not 
unnatifrally anxious that the 
sterling bloc shall be broken up; 


‘for, while it remains in its pre- 


sent form, the creditor countries 
are committed to purchasing 
from Britain, and cannot find 
much use for American goods. 
Imperial preference, in like 
manner, means the retention of 
comparatively high duties upon 
American goods — so high that 
before the war they were a con- 
stant source of worry to the 
United States. For manifest 
reasons, Britain is bound to re- 
sist these demands. To consent 
to them would mean, if not her 
economic enslavement, at all 
events a very dangerous obstacle 
to whatever hopes she may retain 
of resuming her old position as a 
leader of world trade, The posi- 
tion is that, if. she unlocks the 
door either to the sterling bloc or 
to the Commonwealth, _ the 
United States is ready to jump 
inside, and, once inside, will be 
hard to dislodge. 

They are severe demands; but 
Britain’s present necessity is also 
severe. It was no secret that the 
practice of lease-lend would ex- 
pire with the end of the Japanese 
war; yet, when. the fatal decree 
came, nobody was prepared for 


it No doubt, as some of her 
+ Ministers and most oí her. news: | 


papers have observed, Britain 
can do without imports from the 
United States. . Nevertheless, her 
deprivation of them is bound to 
entail cruel hardship. Her people, 
having . suffered all manner of 
rigours for six years, had looked 
forward to a somewhat better 
condition of living during the 
approaching winter, and their 
disappointment, if supplies are 
finally cut off, will be very great. 
The problenr before Mr. Attlee’s 
Ministers — unless, indeed, the 
Americans relax their attitude— 
is whether or not to mortgage 
their country’s future. If they 
refuse to accept a loan from the 
United States on the suggested 
conditions, Britain will go 
hungry during the winter, and 
the. peoples oí continental 
Europe, to whom Britain had 
promised food, will go hungrier 
still, If they accept the loan, it 
will mean not merely that the 
United States will be in a posi- 
tion to capture Britain’s markets, 
but that the vast work of internal 
reconstruction. which Mr. Attlee 
and his. colleagues . have pro- 


| jected May be retarded for an in- 


definite period. That is the case, 
as it presents itself to American 
“big business.” The case, on 
the. other hand, which Lord 
Halifax, the British Ambassador 
to Washington, and Lord Keynes 
afe understood to be making is 
that, if the United States insists 
on. these terms, she will be 
cutting her own economic throat. 
In effect, she will impoverish 
Great Britain and dozens of 
other countries so efficiently that 
before very much longer . they 
will be hopelessly incapable of 
buying goods from America, 
with the result that after a few 
glorious. years of monopoly, she

markets at. all, or, at the best,

Historic Tailors 


Four years short of its century 
the famous old tailoring firm o 
Phillips, of Dame street, is about 
to go out of business under its own 
name, and merge with Mr. Arthur 
‘Seale, of Westmoreland street.

The patterns are still pinned to the 
sheet of notepaper, the most 
beautiful, smeoth, solid stuff, and 
Irish-made at that. Parnell always 
insisted on Irish cloth. In another 
letter, ordering a dress-suit, he 
regrets that it will probably have to 
be made of English . material.
